COOR Gets Rid of Computer Headache 


COOR continued its housecleaning this month by selling 
its large Burroughs computer which turned out to be more 
expensive than COOR could manage. 

In 1978, COOR bought the computer for about $175,000 
believing it would pay for itself as COOR sold data processing 
service to northern Michigan school districts. An addition to 
house the computer cost about $50,000 and COOR, experien- 
cing economic difficulties, had to refinance the computer 


y causing costs to soar to more than $300,000. Adding to the cost 


was yearly maintenance costing about $22,000. 

Things hit rock bottom in 1980 when the computer data 
processing department of COOR lost close to $170,000 in one 
year and customers began switching to other processing cen- 
ters complaining of COOR service. 

COOR shui down the data processing department in 1981 
and have been trying to sell the computer for a year. Early 
this June they succeeded in selling the computer for $34,000 to 
an Alabama company. 

COOR still will have computer payments for five years, 
however, and for 1982-83 alone about $70,000 will be spent on 
computer payments and loan payments for the addition that 
housed the computer,

years. 


“When Dr. Diedrich came to our school system in 
1978 we lacked organization, leadership, direction, and 
pride,”’ Board of Education President Kathy Burkley 


said. 


“Now, our schoo} district has all those things and 
more,” she said. ‘He's given more than could be ex- 


pected.” 


Burkley said Diedrich is such a skilled leader and 
knowledgeable person he has helped train everyone - 
staff and school board members - so the system will be 


able to carry on, 


“We're good now because of him.” 

Dicdrich, who will be going back to the state where 
he grew up to superintend a school district twice the 
size of Crawford AuSable, said the highlight of his four 
years here was the passing of the three-year renewal 


on June 14. 


“Passage of the renewal guarantees stability in 
the school district for three years,” Diedrich said. 
“Now we can get back to educating youngsters instead 
of the business of money management.” 

But Diedrich also said he was proud of the prudent 
fiscal management during the difficult times with 


budget cuts. 


The Crawford AuSable School Board hopes to be 
able to name another superintendent by July 23. Assis- 
tant Superintendent Paul Lerg will be appointed in- 
terim superintendent July 23 to take over until a new 
superintendent can assume the duties. 
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The new 36th District is the 
largest in the state covering 
16 counties from Lake 
Michigan to Lake Huron. 
Besides Crawford County, 
Oscoda, Ogemaw, Roscom- 
mon, Wexford, Presque Isle, 
Montmorency, Kalkaska, 
Missaukee, Manistee, Lee- 
lanau, Lake, Tosco, Benzie, 
Alcona, and Alpena counties 
are in the new district. 

Crawford was in Mitch Ir- 
win’s 37 District before re- 
apportment. 


Crawtford’s congressional 
district has also been 
redrawn. The 108rd_ stili 
retains Crawford and An- 
trim counties, adds Oscoda, 
Otsego, and all of Roscom- 
mon County while dropping 
Kalkaska, Missaukee, Clare, 
Osceola, Isabella, and Grand 
Traverse. 

Incumbent Republican 
Ralph Ostling, of Roscom- 
mon, was the only candidate 
to file for his party for the 
103rd seat. Lewis Cox, of St. 
Helen, is the only candidate 
to file for the Democratic 
nomination. 

In the U.S. congressional 
district boundaries, Craw- 
ford County is divided bet- 
ween two districts. Beaver

Beaver Creek 
Votes Aug. 10 
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On Fire Dept. 


By Jon Thompson 


A vote to start a fire department 
in Beaver Creek Township will take 
place Aug. 10 during the primary 
election. 

Township residents will be asked 
if a special assessment district 
should be created for the fire 
department. 

If voters approve, the cost of 
starting fire department is 
estimated to be about $173,000 
spread over six years. The 
estimate of $173,000 includes pur- 
chasing a taker, puinper, plus 
other equipment and building a 
three-bay structure. Training 
volunteers and operating the dept. 
is also included in the total. 

The millage rate is estimated to 
be about 1.3 mills for the first year 
if voters say yes to starting their 
own dept. , 

Currently the township pays 
Grayling Fire Dept., Lyon Town- 
ship, and the Village of Roscom- 
mon for fire protection. The 
Grayling Fire Dept. protects the 
$60 million new Weyerhaeuser 
plant in the northeast corner of the 
township, the Village of Roscom- 
mon protects the southeast corner 
of the township, and Lyon Town- 
ship protects the rest of the town- 
ship. 


Beaver Creek Township Super- 
visor Cletis Spears said earlier this 
year it could cost Beaver Creek 
about $30,000 a year to pay for 
proection. 


The movement to start their own 
fire department started after Lyon 
Township and the Village of Ros- 
common said they didn’t have 
enough manpower to protect 
Beaver Creek Township this year 
as they have in the past. 

After negotiations, the two fire 
departments agreed to protect the 
township but at much higher costs. 
And Lyon Township said they 
couldn’t provide services for the 
new Weyerhaeuser plant. 


Grayling Fire Dept. agreed to 
protect the plant for a fee from 
April 1 to June 30. They didn’t want 
to enter a long-term pact because 
they were unsure what equipment 
might be needed to protect the 
large plant. 

Beaver Creek then formed a 
committee to look into starting 
their own fire department. Already 
2) volunteers have signed up. Ap- 
proximately 20 volunteers will be 
needed to staff a new department. 

The fire department question will 
be on the August 10 primary ballot. 


KCC Approves Budget 
Using Cash Reserves

Saving for a rainy day has 
paid off for Kirtland Com- 
munity College. 

The KCC Board of 
Trustees approved a prelim- 
inary 1982-83 budget that 
needs about $167,000 in 
reserve funds to make it 
balance. For 1981-82, about 
$120,000 in reserve funds had 
to be used. KCC has approx- 
imately $400,000 in reserve 
funds right now thanks to 
rainy day saving before the 
state economy fell flat. 

But even with using fund 
reserves for 1982-83, nine of 
the 20-person faculty at KCC 
face lay-offs. 

The college is asking the 
faculty for concessions that 
include a rollback in salaries 
to 1980-81 levels. If the 
faculty agrees to the 


rollback equalling about an 
8'6 percent cut on the 
average, lay-offs may be 
averted. 

Negotiations are currently 
underway and the faculty 
have reportedly offered con- 
cessions including a 5 per- 
cent rollback. 

KCC President Raymond 
Homer said the faculty 
received salary increases 
last year averaging 11.6 per- 
cent while administrators 
and classified employees 
received about a 6 percent 
hike. For 1982-838,  ad- 
ministrative salaries and 
classified employee wages 
are frozen at 1981-82 levels. 

The college and faculty 
are expected to reach an 
agreement in contract talks 
by June 23 - the deadline for 
the college required to give, 


60-day notices to instructors 
being laid off next school 
year. 

The 1982-83 KCC prelim- 
inary budget estimates ex- 
penditures to be about 
$3,586,000 and revenues to be 
about $3,418,940. 

State aid to the college was 
estimated at $1,202,175, but 
after three years of cuts in 
state aid, college officials 
are not confident of 
receiving the entire amount. 

State aid is one of three 
major sources of funds for 
the community college 
nestled in the woods east of 
Roscommon, Tuition fees 


and a one-mill tax on proper- 

ty owners in the school 

district are the other two 

main sources. The college 

already hiked tuition fees for

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American and Canadian officials 
relying on fresh water as their 

‘ace in the hole”’ to bring the region 
back to the economic strength it on- 
ce enjoyed. 

However, they were told by a law 
professor they could be powerless 
under current legal structures to 
halt diversion of water out of the 
area. 

Wayne State University Professor 
Robert H. Abrams told officials at- 
tending a two-day conference on 
Mackinac Island that an interstate 
compact, agreed to by each of the 
eight states bordering the lakes and 
ratified by Congress, would go a 
long way toward preventing diver- 
sion. 

But he said cases that are before 
the U.S. Supreme Court would 
probably result in rulings that a 
state ban on exporting water is un- 
constitutional. 

Diversion of Great Lakes waters 
to the Southwest, a _ battle 
Lieutenant Governor James H. 
Brickley describes as pitting the 
water belt against the parch belt, 
was foremost in the minds of most 
officials. 

In a region already reeling from an 
economic slump, many expressed 
fears that, with diversion goes 
economic recovery. 

“Tf we allow water to be diverted, 
assuming we have the authority to 
so, we are watching the loss of 
jobs,’ Abrams said. 

He added diversion of large 
amounts of water across distances 
as far as the Southwest would not 
generally be feasibly without gover- 
nment subsidies. 

So despite such estimated costs of 
$30 billion to move 10,000 cubic feet 
of water per second from Lake 
Superior to the Missouri River, 
Abrams said continued pressures 
would be felt from interest groups 
seeking to move water supplies 
away from the midwest.

Howard Thoma saw it for the first 
lime 30 years ago. Silent and untried, 
the J.R. Whiting Plant stretched high 
above him, the equivalent of a 16- 
story building. 

The year was 1952, At the time, 
the new Whiting Plant would have 
the most powerful equipment ever to 
make electricity for Consumers 
Power Company. The plant's total 
capacity to produce electricity would 
be second largest in the company, 
smaller only than the Weadock Plant 
in lessexville. 

Whiting was tucked between the 
small village of Erie and the Lake 
Irie shoreline, in a pleasantly rural 
area comfortably close to Toledo and 
Monroe. 

Thoma, now operations super 
intendent, still walks into the 
Whiting Plant each workday morn- 
ing, He is one of only eight original 
plant employees still working there. 
Whiting’s three generating units, and 
the plant's total output, have been 
dwarfed by newer plants. 

Bui there are some things time 
cannot change. As the plant. cele- 
brates its 380th anniversary this 
month, it stillis producing electricity 
as reliably as ever. It is a perfor- 
mance that over the years has earned 
Whiting a stalwart reputation at 
Consumers Power Company. 

Very simply, Whiting burns finely 
eround coal to produce intense heat 
inits boilers. The heat turns water to 
steam. The steam is used to turn 
turbine blades, which are connected 
toagenerator, The generator creates 
amagnetic field, producing electri- 


city. 

The statistics show that Whiting 
employees execute (he process ex- 
tremely well. Despite the plant's age, 
for example, Whiting last year was 
again well the company’s 
standards for what is called “avail: 
ability’ the percentage of time a 
generating plant is. mechanically 
capable of operating. Plant) em- 
ployees are proud of their ability to 
keep Whiting running — almost 
trouble-free. It is an impressive feat, 
considering the machines involved. 
The boilers heat steam to tempera- 
tures of 1,000 degrees, and turbine 
blades can spin at almost 950 miles 
an hour around the clock, 365 days 


above 


a year, 

But reliability is only one of many 
accomplishments mn which plant 
officials and employees share tre- 
mendous pride, Among the achieve- 
ments they point oul:

Such a diversion under a U.S. Ar- 
my Corps of Engineers proposal 
would lower the lake level less than 
one inch and would take 10 power 
plants, each costing $1 billion, to 
move the water. 

Abrams suggested an interstate 
compact which would limit water 
use oniy within the states in the 
Great Lakes basin would be the best 
way to begin protective action. 

As part of the compact, he said, 
the existing Great Lakes Com- 
mission could get expanded 
authority to make decisions for the 
collective interest of the states on 
the use of the water. 

He further said it would probably 
take amendments to the U.S./Cana- 
dian Boundry Waters Treaty to in- 
clude the provinces in the compact. 

Others warning against diversion 
included Natural Resources Direc- 
tor Howard Tanner who said the 
states and provinces must be well 
prepared by establishment of policy 
or establishment of legal doctrines 
to stop diversion by either the 
federal government or an individual 
state. 

Brickley warned against an at- 
tempt by the Corps of Engineers to 
extend its authority under the 
Rivers and Harbors Act to cover 


most of Michigan's rivers and 
streams, in addition to its current 
authority over historically 


navigable waters. 

“The more the federal government 
extends its jurisdiction over our 
waters the easier it will be for them 
to have an unwarranted diversion of 
water from this area,”’ Brickley said. 

Brickley added that diversion 
could never be warranted. The lieu- 
tenant governor said people should 
remain where the economic base is 
and not where they think it should 
be. He concluded that with the 
abundant supply of fresh water in 
the midwest, the economic base will 
remain in the region.

The flower called Maian- 
themum canadense is one of 
those which appears early in 
June. The name means May- 
flower. It also bears the 
name of bead ruby, referring 
to the fruit, or one leaf 
referring to the fact that 
young plants bear only one 
leaf. This dainty white 
flower is found from New- 
foundiand to the Northwest 
Territory and south to North 
Carolina and Iowa. It favors 
moist woodlands and brush- 
lands, often where soil is 
poor but more commonly 
where it is loose and deep. 

Seven inches tall is about 
its maximum height, with an 
erect stem bearing one to 
three leaves. The leaves, up 
to three inches long, are 
somewhat egg shaped but 
pointed at the free end and 
heart shaped at the base. 
Both the stem and leaves are 
smooth or finely haired. The 
flowers are small, with seg- 
ments only about 1/16 inch 
long. The flowers, despite 
their size, produce pale red- 
speckled berries which ap- 
pear during mid to late 
summer. The berries are 
much relished by birds and 
small] rodents. The flower’s 
common name is False-Lily- 
of-the-Valley.

5. A copy of the notice from the Secretary of State’s Office 
acknowledging receipt and filing of the Crawford County Trans- 
portation Authority Agreement was received. 

6. Notice of the monthly hearing scheduled by the Public 
Service Commission for Consumers Power Company relative to 
reflecting charges or credits for changes in items of expense in 
customers billings was received.

Fowler indicated the Final 
Order was approved June 7 at the same millage rate but notice 
has not been received yet. 

y, Literature from the Silent Majority Speaks, Inc. relative 
lo various tax proposals being considered for the November 
ballat was received. 

10. Notice from the Public Service Commission in the matter 
of the proceedings to consider the elimination of automatic ad- 
justment clauses of electric and gas utilities and the adoption of 
alternatives thereto sent to member-owners of Top O Michigan 
Rural Electric Company was also received. 

11. Fowler gave a resume of the hearing conducted on 5-26- 
82 with property owners in the Glenn and Orbit Roads area on 
the creation of a Special Assessment District for road im- 
provement projects. Fowler indicated the County Road Com- 
mission has changed their policy of financial participation as 
follows: they will pick up 50% of the cost of grade and gravel, but 
will no longer share in the cost of blacktopping. Under present 
policy the Township picks up 25% of the total cost of the project. 
Rather than put such burden on property owners to pick up the 
balance or possibly discourage road improvement projects, 
Fowler inquired if consideration to a change in ‘Township policy 
might be considered. After discussion, Wieland moved Township 
policy be changed to allow the Township to pick up 25% of the 
grade and gravel costs and 50% of the blacktopping costs (a like 
amount with property owners). Motion was supported by 
Bonkowski. All ayes. 

The cost estimate received for grade and gravel of Glenn and 
Orbit Roads is $9,000.00 and blacktopping is $16,000.00, Under 
new policy each property owner share would average $240.00. If 
spread over a 3 year period, this average would be $80.00 per 
year, Motion by Gardiner, supported by Hallett, to approve the 
Special Assessment District for road improvement projects for 
Glenn and Orbit Roads as presented at the hearing with costs to 
be divided as indicated under new policy over a three year 
period. All ayes.

Warns Consumers Power 


Prudenville - Michigan 
residents are wielding the 
ax. 
At this time of the year 
they trim their winter- 
wracked trees or begin 
restocking their depleted 
firewood piles in anticipation 
of another bone-chilling win- 
ter season, But Consumers 
Power Company notes it's 
also the time to show extra 
caution to avoid having trees 
and limbs come in contact 
with overhead powerlines. 

“Wood, especially when 
wet, can conduct elec- 
tricity,” says Gary L. 
Brown, area manager of the 
Prudenville Area of Con- 
sumers Power Company. 
“Many people either aren't 
aware of that or don’t stop to 
think about it. To look out for 
cutting 
trees sounds like a simple 


fe enough precaution to take, 


yet every year more and 
more incidents occur, some 
resulting in very serious in- 
juries.” 

Statistics cornpiled by the 


company’s electric distribu- 


tion department show that 
over the last six years elec- 
tric service interruptions 
caused by tree cutting are 
rising at a rate of eight per- 
cent per year. 

“This is a trend we are 


m striving to reverse,” said 
a 6 Brown, ‘‘not only because 


these types of accidents 
cause costly interruptions of 


i service to our customers, but 


also because there is poten- 
tial for very serious in- 
juries.”’ 

Four Michigan men last 
year, and one already this 
year, received burns or 
shocks as a result of tree- 
cutting accidents. 

In one accident last year, a 
tree contacted an 11,000-volt 


wire and the man was unable 
to free himself from the tree 
until the current was broken. 

In another incident, a man 
cut a tree, causing it to fall 
into a primary wire. He bur- 
ned his hand trying to 
remove the tree from the 
line. 

All together, Consumers 
Power listed 238 incidents 
during 1981 where trees 
being cut or trimmed 
resulted in a loss of electric 
service to customers. 

“In 1976, there were 114 
tree-related incidents, with 
two injuries,” said Brown. 
“Our statistics show we had 
69 incidents between 
January and March of this 
year. At this rate, we can 
expect to have more than 275 
incidents by the end of this 
year, 

““That’s why we’re urging 
people to be extremely 
cautious when cutting trees 
near electric lines or equip- 
ment, Personal safety 
should be reason enough to 
be cautious,” said Brown, 
adding, ‘‘but an added incen- 
tive could be the fact that 
persons causing damage to 
electric facilities will be 
billed accordingly.” 

Brown warns that when 
cutting trees or trimming 
branches: 

Look around. Make sure 
trees will not fall into power- 
lines. Check carefully. Lines 
can sometimes appear hid- 
den behind _ thick-leafed 
trees. 

Make sure falling bran- 
ches or debris do not contact 
lines. 

If a branch or tree does 
make contact with a power- 
line, do not attempt to 
remove it yourself. Contact 
your local power company 
office immediately.

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ADC and GA 
Caseloads 


Drop in May 

For the second consecu- 
tive month, Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) and General Assis- 
tance (GA) caseloads in 
Michigan declined in May, a 
trend that may be linked to 


the state’s gradually im- 
proving employment — pic- 
ture. 


Last month's AFDC cases 
totalled 229,710 - down 0.9 
percent, or 2,198 cases, from 
the April level. The signifi- 
cant sub-category AFDC- 
Unemployed also dropped 
for the second straight mon- 
th to 41,410 cases - down 2.6 
percent, or 1,089, below 
April. 

The May GA caseload 
went down to 106,740 - 0.2 
percent, or 235 cases, under 
ine April count. 

Food Stamp caseload in- 
formation was not available 
for the Dept. of Social Ser- 
vices’ preliminary report. 

DSS —_— Director Noble 
Kheder noted that the AFDC 
caseload would have gone up 
but for about 3,300 case 
closings resulting from rules 
that require recipients to 
complete and return a mon- 
thly report showing any 
changes in income, family 
size or living situation that 
could affect eligibility, 

‘However, we expected 
more underlying growth in 
AFDC than the 1,100 cases 
we saw last month,” Kheder 
said. ‘‘We also thought that 


aoR 
tho A caseload would he 


continually growing — this 
year, but now we’ve had two 
straight months of decline. 
That is good news.”’ 

Kheder added that DSS 
analysts tied the caseload 
drops at feast partly to 
falling unenemployment in 
Michigan which has gone 
down from 16.1 percent in 
March to 14.3 percent in 
May, seasonally adjusted.
